Private Collector) 8 feet 10 inches x 11 feet 
Note: This beautiful series of small tapestries [nos. 372 to 375] belongs to 
one of the rarest classes of the Aubusson medallion subjects. They are generally 
associated with the ateliers of Francois Picon and F. Picqueaux, and date from the 
inception of the Louis XVI style (c. 1765-70) until 1790. The general type is 
marked by frameworks of symmetrically disposed floral festoons, with dainty genre 
subjects in the medallions; the present series, on the contrary, develops medallions 
of animal subjects, attributable to J. B. Oudry, and the fantastic scrolling frame- 
works with birds, etc., which derive distantly from Jean Louis Berain, and are more 
generally characteristic of the looms of Beauvais. We have been able to trace no 
other published examples, but a reference in H. Gobel, Die Wandteppiche, 1928, II, 
vol. I, p. 256, seems to relate to the present class, and underlines its rarity.
